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1. (CurrentiV Amended) A method of providing audio caller identification, 
^1 / comprising the stepsW: 

receiving a calL the call being associated with a directory number, 

querying a network database in a telecommunications network for caller identification 



information associated viith the call; 

sending the caller tdencification information to a caller identification device; and 

synthesizing and plVying an audio message related to the caller identification information 
associated with the call, anp displaying the caller idendfication information associated with the 
cal l, wherein the audio messuage is stored by the telecommunications network for playback bv the 
caller identification device . 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising the steps of: 

prior to the step of synftiesizing and playing an audio message, saving a recorded audio 
message associated with a directory number; 

comparing the directory Viumber associated with the call with the directory number 
associated with the recorded audio\message; 

if the directory number associated with the call matches the directory number associated 
with the recorded audio message, plVying the recorded audio message and displaying the caller 
identification information associated with the call; and 



if the directory number associated with the call does not match the directory number 
associated with the recorded audio message, then perfonmng the step of synthesizing and 
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playing an audio messak related to the caller identification infonnation associated with the call, 
and displaying the cialleriidentification information associated with the call. 

3. (Original) The method of claim 2, further comprising the steps of; 

wherein the step of sending the caller identification information to a caller identification 
device includes ringing a telephone to which the caller identification device is functionally 
connected; 

wherein the step ctf playing the recorded audio message and displaying the caller 
identification information ^sociated with the call includes suspending ringing the telephone 
while playing the recorded aodio message; and 

wherein the step of I playing an audio message related to the caller identification 
infonnation associated with tttp call includes suspending ringing the telephone while playing the 
recorded audio message, 

4. (Original) The methbd of Claim 2, wherein the steps of playing the recorded audio 
message and displaying the calldr identification information associated with the call and playing 
an audio message related to the oaller identification information associated with the call include 
playing the recorded audio message and playing the audio message related to the caller 
identification information over a\ speaker functionally connected to the caller identification 
device. 

5. (Original) A method of providing audio caller identification in an Advanced 
Intelligent Network, including a switeh. a service control point, a service node and a database of 
caller identification information, whWein the service control point and the service node are 
functionally connected to the switch, and wherein the method comprises the steps of: 

receiving a call from a calling p^y at a calling party switch directed to a called party at a 
called party switch; 
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sending call infonmation associated with the call to the service control point, the call 
information including the directory number of the calling party; 

at the service control point, querying the database of caller identification information for 
caller identification informatton associated with the call; 

causing the service node to synthesize and send an audio message related to the caller 
identification information associated with the call to a called party caller identification device via 
the called party switch; and I 

at the called party caller identification device, playing the audio message and displaying 
the caller identification information associated with the call. 

6. (Original) The methcra of clmm 5, further comprising the steps of: 

prior to the step of synthesizing and sending an audio message, saving a recorded audio 
message associated with a diiectoiy number^ 

at the service node, comparing the directory number associated with the call with the 
directory number associated with the recorded audio message; 

if the directory number associated with the call matches the directory number associated 
with the recorded audio message, sending the recorded audio message to a called party caller 
identification device via the called party switch; 

at the called party caller identincation device, playing the recorded audio message and 
displaying the caller identification information associated with the caU; and 

if the directory number associated with the call does not match the directory number 
associated with the recorded audio message, then performing the step of causing the service node 
to synthesize and send an audio message related to the caller identification infomnation 
associated with the call to a called party c^ler identification device via the called pany switch. 
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7, (Original)! The method of claim 6, further comprising the steps of: 

after the steplof receiving a call from a calling party at a calhng patty switch directed to a 
called party at a called party switch, receiving at the service node a recorded audio message from 
the calling party direited to the called party; 

sending the rlcorded audio message from the calling party to a called party caller 
identification device via the called party switch; 

at the called party caller identification device, playing the recorded audio message from 
the calling party and displaying the caller identification information associated with the call; and 

\^ if no recorded audio message is received from the calling party directed to the called 

party, then performing the steps of; 

if the directory nJUber associated with the call matches the directory number associated 
with the recorded audio message, sending the recorded audio message to a called party caller 
identification device via thfe called party switch; 

at the called party ckller identification device, playing the recorded audio message and 
displaying the caller identification information associated with the call; and 

if the directory numWpr associated with the call does not match the directory number 
associated with the recorded mdio message, then performing the step of causing the service node 
to synthesize and send an audio message related to the caller identification information 
associated with the call to a called party caller identification device via the called party switch.
